Tho 
fliit refusal to negotiate ou tlio 'j'*"'.^ 
laid down by the Minute oi Council 
has repeated tho mistake of the Min- 
try in tho case of the Edgar proposi- 
sitions, and gives Canada another ox- 
ouae for delaying the commeucoiuont of 
the railway! Is such a concession doHU-- 
able? Is there a man in the country 
who is not heartily sick of tbo dolaya 
thiit have already taken place in the 
inauguration of an enterprise the pro- 
mise of which tempted British Cobun- 
bia into Confederation ? The refusal 
to negotiate with Edgar rendered an 
appeal to England necessary, and in- 
volved a delay of one year. The re- 
fusal of tho Ministry to placo the Car- 
narvon Settlement before the country 
or House for approval or rejection 
killed the Island Railway Bill t''" 
Senate and precipitated 'the present 
crisis; and the refusal to ask the opin- 
ion, of the House upon the Minute of 
CouncU alama the door in the face of 
Canada and causes still' farther delay. 
We do not experience a feeling of sur- 
prise, however, at the attitude of the 
Ministry towards the House. OX the 
four Ministers tbrco were lifelong op- 
ponents of Constitutional Govern- 
ment nntil they saw a chance to make 
something out of it. The Prciuior's 
vote stands recorded ou tho journals 
of three sessions of tho Legislative.;
